To the Citizens of the Town of Milford: 


In compiling this report, we have endeavored to 
make it as concise and clear as possible, so that a glance 
will show the total cost of any item, and to emphasize 
some portions, which demand attention. 


¢ FIRE PREVENTION 


Would it not be well for the town to take some step 
in regard to preventing fires? 


HIGHWAYS 


This Board has been pleased with the progress made 
in this department. The report of the Highway Agent 
gives a full description of what has been accomplished, 
and also what is needed for the coming year. 

An improvement, however slight, is better than 
deterioration. 

There is no reason why Milford cannot have as 
eficient a Highway Department as any town in the 
state. 


INSECT PESTS 


Are still with us. We are of the opinion that with 
the advance made in methods of control, that spraying, 
when expense is reckoned, will be found most efficient 
and think that the same amount expended as last year, 
will operate more territory. 


POLICE 
This department is in a highly satisfactory condition. 


SEWER 


Last year $1,000 were appropriated for this work, 
and we tound urgent need of the relief of Oak street, but 
this amount would not have carried the sewer far enough 
to help more than afew houses.

We considered it good policy to put it through and 
finish it, and we think we have a good job done. 


SIRBET LIGHTS 


A contract was made with the Milford Light and 
Power Co. for lighting the streets for a term of ten 
years, and under this contract, we feel that the town will 
get better service than it otherwise would. 


SINKING FUNDS 


Our sinking funds have assumed large proportions. 
It is a source of satisfaction to note that of the grand 
total of 65,000, there is 23,500 of Town of Milford bonds, 
which have been accumulated, either by purchase or 
exercise of the option. ; 

We recommend that the Town Treasurer be instructed 
to acquire as rapidly as possible the Water Loan Coupon 
Bonds, on which the town has had an option since July 
ona. 

TOWN HOUSE 


The boiler has given out and a larger modern outfit 
would more than save the interest on its cost. The 
basement needs refitting. We were not able to do this 
in 1913, but we did have a thorough job of painting done 
on the outside and considerable inside, at a cost of $400. 

The clock had not been painted for 20 years, and, of 
course, after such a period, the cost was considerable, 
being $62. ‘Town buildings need paint as well as private 
ones, and neglect to paint costs money. Windows were 
placed in the basement, and have made a great improve- 
ment in ventilation. 

A fire-proof storage vault is needed, and we think one 
could be built in the cellar at a reasonable cost.

This liability is increasing, and, perhaps, it would be 
well to learn if we are using the best method in their 
care. :

To the Citizens of the ‘own of Milford : 


The Board of Water Commissioners herewith submit 
their annual report for the year ending February 15, 1914, 
together with the statistical and financial report of the 
Treasurer. E 

We are pleased to report the water department in good 
condition. 

The only anxiety we have had about the system was 
caused by the extreme dry weather during the past sum- 
mer. We felt obliged to ask water takers to avoid all 
tuunnecessary waste of water for a short time and in most 
cases our request was cheerfully complied with. 

The statistical report shows that the average number 
of gallons of water pumped per day in 1913 was over 
18,000 more than in 1912. At this rate of increase it 
will not be many years before the town will be obliged 
to provide for an additional supply. 

Three extensions of 4 inch main have been made the 
past year, as tollows: 345 feet on Highland Avenue, 774 
feet on Olive and Linden Sts., and 100 feet on Prospect 
Sty 

The Treasurer, after paying all bills, sinking fund and 
interest on water bonds has paid a surplus of $2,700 to 
the Town ‘Treasurer.

MILFORD FREE LIBRARY 


PebOR TL OF THE, TRUSTEES 


T0 the Crtizeus of the Town of Milford : 


If patronage is the measure of success of a library, 
then we can truthfully say that the past year has been 
another successful one. Patronage is not however, en- 
tirely the measure of success. A library might be doing 
a good work in acommunity without an enormous circu- 
lation. Or, it might have a large circulation and still 
fail as an educational institution. ‘To be truly success- 
ful it must combine circulation with discrimination. It 
must do more than that, it must offer to the public not 
only attractive reading matter for amusement, but books 
for helpfulness to the students, books of reference for 
the scholars and opportunities for all to refer to them at 
any time for any purpose. ‘The scope of a ‘‘successful’’ 
library is ever extending and to continue a success these 
ever changing conditions must be met. ‘To stand still 
is to go backward’’ is as true in library matters as in 
business or in other activities. 

We believe the public library here has successfully 
met the changing conditions. Of the future one cannot 
speak so confidently. At the last annual meeting of the 
town the voters refused to consider a suggestion in the 
warrant for enlarged accommodations necessary to keep 
pace with the growing demands upon the library. Un- 
less such accomodations are provided the library will be 
obliged to abandon its children’s department and take 
the room now devoted to them for additional stacks. 
This will be unfortunate. It is not the trustees prov- 
ince to say what attitude the town shall take upon such 
an important matter. We should consider*ourselves de- 
relect, however if we failed to emphasize the necessity 
of the town providing more room if the purpose is to 
have the work of the library proceed along normal Jines 
of expansion. 
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A visitor to our library during one of the busy hours 
counted fifty people in the stack room and about the 
tables. It was not an unusual number, and not an un- 
usual sight, one that may be frequently seen. ‘The log- 
ical thing to do now is to take the store now used by 
Jewett & Co., and add it to the library accommodations. 
This is the logical thing because it is the most econom- 
ical way of facing the condition manifest to any student 
of library matters here. 

The number of books given out during the year has 
increased nearly a thousand over the previous year and 
has reached the large number of 33,633, an average 
daily use of one hundred and eleven. The number of 
people using the reading room has been over eleven 
thousand, with an average daily attendance of 36. 

While the total use of the books has increased there 
has been a gratifying reduction of percentage of fiction, 
indicating an enlarged usefulness in connection, with 
school and reference work. | 

The work of the Librarian, Miss Secomb, and her as- 
sistant, Miss Parker, have been efficient and satisfactory 
to the Trustees and we believe to the patrons of the lh- 
brary. 

There has come into the hands of the trustees a fund 
of $213, which is to be a permanent fund called the Alice 
C. Gray Memorial Fund, the interest of which is to be ex- 
pended annually for the benefit of the library. ‘There is 
also in the hands of the trustees the Thompson fund of 
$500. It seems more desirable that such funds be in the 
keeping of the town and the trustees recommend that 
the town accept them, care for them in accordance with 
the terms of the bequests. 

During the year all were saddened by the death of 
Miss Rebecca F. Doane for twenty years librarian, since 
the library was removed to its present location. A ref- 
erence to Miss Doane and her work will be found upon 
another page. 

The report of the Librarian and the Treasurer are 
subjoined. For the current expenses of the coming year 
the trustees recommend an appropriation of $1500.

MISS REBECCA F. DOANE 


[Extracts from a paper read at the Milford Historical Society 
by Miss Annabell Secombe] 

* Rebecea F. Doane was born in Lowell, Mass., the daughter of 
Zenas and Rebecca Carlton Doane. Her father died when she 
Was quite young, leaving her mother with four little girls to care 
for and educate. Our Miss Doane was the oldest of the four 
sisters. 

Mrs. Doane was a woman of great force of character and energy. 
She was a wise and devoted mother, keeping strict watch over her 
children in the midst of her many cares. 

When Miss Doane was twelve years old, the family moved to 
Lawrence, where Mrs. Doane kept a boarding house tor the mill 
girls. In those days, as we all know, the conditions in mill life 
were very different from those of the present day. 

- Miss Doane entered the high school there the next year, when 
she was thirteen. After graduating she taught in the Lawrence 
public schools until she came to Milford to make her permanent 
home except for nearly two years when she taught on Federal Hill 
from 1879-1881, returning then to the Lawrence schools for a time. 
Also she spent a year and a half with her sister, Mrs. Foster, in 
Georgia. 

Mrs. Doane came to Milford in 1870 to make her home at Mr. 
Foster’s on Federal Hill, and from that time Miss Doane and her 
sister Miss Hattie became identified with Milford life, as all their 
vacations and holidays were spent here. 

In 1887 Miss Doane was elected a member of the Milford school 
board which position she held for eight years until her duties as a 
libriarian prevented her continuation on the board. 

Twenty-two years ago when the library was about to move into 
the present building, there arose the demand for a librarian. A 
few days before the opening of the new library, Mr. Richardson 
then president of the library trustees, said to Miss Doane, ‘‘We 
have found a librarian.” She answered, ‘‘Have you? Who is she?’’ 
Mr. Richardson said “Miss Doane.’”’ ‘Why I don’t know any- 
thing about library work.”’ ‘‘Never mind, you can learn, I have a 
book which will tell you about the cataloging, take it home and 
look it over.” 

_ At first Miss Doane did all the cataloging herself, but finally she 
had to have help in the clerical part. 

Within the first three years the books were classified and cata- 
logued and also a three list printed catalog made of the five thou- 
sand books then in the library. By this time the library was open 
every day except Sundays and the holidays. 

Miss Doane literally gave not only her time and services to the 
library, but also her very self. She was intensely interested in the 
work, and never saved herself'in her efforts for the good of the 
library. 
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She brought a well trained mind anda high degree of intellig- 
ence to her work. She was ever ready and anxious to help all 
seekers of knowledge. Miss Doane was an exceptionally bright 
woman and kept her clear keen mind and quick grasp on intellect- 
ual matters as long as she was connected with the library. 

Miss Doane was not only generous to the library with her 
strength but she contributed largely from her purse, for such 
things as she thought the library was in need of. It was close to 
her heart and she made generous sacrifices in its behalf. 

In June rg12 at the completion of twenty years of service she 
resigned her connection with the Milford Free Library. In con- 
sideration of her great service to the library the trustees appoint- 
ed her Librarian Emeritus. 

Miss Doane died July 9, 1913, after an illness of several months 
Her life work was done and | do not think she was sorry to pass 
on to the other side. 

I wish I couid impress upon the minds of the people of Milford 
what a wonderful woman Miss Doane was and what a great work 
she did for the town. I do not believe any man or woman ever 
did more for Milford. In 1892 Miss Doane took charge of a col- 
lection of books and in twenty years she made that collection a 
vital, living force in the community. She gave us a modern, up- 
to-date library, one of which we can be proud of its working abil- 


ity. 


REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Lo the Trustees of the Milford lree Library: 


I herewith submit my annual report for the year end- 
ing February 15, 1914: 

The library has been opened 303 days; 33,633 books 
have been given out, an increase of 1,143 over the circu- 
lation of 1912-13. 

There are now in the library 11,879 bound volnmes : 
925 have been added during the year, 328 by purchase, 
150 by gift and 47 periodicals bound. 

As Mr. Worcester’s very valuable gift came at the 
very close of last year, it became a part of the library 
during the present year. ‘Thus adding 99 books to our 
number and much value to our collection. ‘This is the 
only large gift we have received. 

We have been able to purchase the latest edition of 
the “New International Encyclopaedia,’’ twenty-two 
volumes. There has been need, for some time, of a 
modern encyclopaedia, as ours were quite old. This 
has been our largest purchase in reference works; but 
we have also bought a number of books for use in con- 
nection with the school work, as is our custom each 
year. 

The scholars in our schools, especially in the High 
School, have made more use of the library this year than 
any previous year. We have record of 1,600 using the 
reference department. 

It is not an uncommon thing for us to have twenty 
Or more young people here at one tiine doing reference 
work. My numbers are conservative. You who have 
seen our reference department can judge how hampered 
they and the library force are at those times. They are 
so crowded they cannot do as good work, and the temp- 
tation to disorder is very strong. 

I have heard the remark made, that these young people 
do not need to come here, that they can do their work 
at home or at school. ‘Times have changed in this as in 
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other things. Now library work is part of school work. 
‘The days of one text book have passed. ‘There must be 
a fully equipped school library or the scholars must have 
access to the public library in more ways than taking out 
an occasional book. : 

We aim to help the school work in every way possible, 
and we could do so much more for the young people of 
this town if we had larger quarters. 

I have based my request for additional room on the 
needs of the reference department. However, we need 
an adequate children’s room and more space for our col- 
lection of books, for the stack room is more than full. 
Hach year it becomes a greater problem, where to put 
the additions of that year. 

Through your Trustees of the Milford. Free Library 
‘we ask the voters of the Town of Milford to consider 
our need and grant us larger quarters, so that we can 
carry on our work with greater energy and better results.

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REPORT OF HIGHWAY AGENT 


Zo The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report for the municipal year, 
beginning with my term April Ist, 1913, and ending 
Feb. 15, 1914. 


HIGHWAYS 


In repairing highways the work has been intention- 
ally confined to the hilly sections. The road machine 
has been used to deepen gutters and crown the roadway. 
thus providing drainage. A few water bars have been 
constructed but it will take a great many more to make 
maintenance economical. A great many boulders have 
been removed in connection with road machine work, 
some necessitating the use of dynamite. 

On the level sections of road only those that were 
well-nigh impassable in mud time have been attempted. 
The worst one being near the Mullen farm. Stone 
chips were spread and deep ditches were machined to 
crown the road. 

At least three fourths of the streetsin the village 
were substantially worked over and few of these will 
need as much labor this year. Many bad mud holes 
have been filled. 


CULVERTS 


The many culverts have demanded a great deal of 
attention and the resulting washouts ought to be fewer. 


PERMANENT ROAD 


The permanent road expenditure as required by the 
state has been principally on Elm street. Seven hun- 
dred and fifty feet each way from West street have been 
surfaced with crushed granite from our own crusher near 
the Milford Granite Co. stone shed. ‘The full width of 
the street, with a crowned surface, ample for drainage, 
has been gone over at an expense of $1950. 
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Other sections of permanent road have been con- 
structed on Amherst street at town line, with gravel and 
hard-pan; Lyndeboro road near New Westerly quarry 
with stone chips; Brookline road beyond ‘Tonella’s 
quarry, and South street between railroad tracks; 
Came’s hill Nashua street ; Cottage street and 175 loads 
of gravel to River street. These last make more than 
2000 feet at an expense of $955, so that the 
permanent road expenditure for 1913 has been $2935 and 
the Improvement Fund as required by statute has an 
unexpended balance for 1914 of $113.75. Same item 
1913 $897.75. 

No new street has been laid out in 1913. 


BRIDGES 


Lincoln street bridge has had many repairs. New 
planking, new sway bracing, some new stringers, and 
abutment supports; also a thorough scraping and paint- 
ing with white lead. The railings and approaches have 
been strengthened. . 

The swing bridge has been painted with red lead, af- 
ter 12 years and the French & Heald fire. 

This year something must be done to the Pine Valley 
canal bridge. It must be replanked else it ought to be 
converted into a concrete arch. Its steel girders have 
been exposed to the weather since 1900 and another five 
years of plank will about finish them. Concrete with 
some additional stee] will make a permanent bridge. 


SEWERS 


The sewer system in Road Agent’s charge requires 
constant attention and needs men who know by practi- 
cal experience all the ins and outs of our imperfect 
drainage system. 


SIDEWALKS 


Few people know the amount of work and expense 
caused by our thirty or forty miles of sidewalk. Not 
less than 250 loads of sand, cinders and stone dust have 
been used the past year and the walks are not very sat- 
isfactory. A great amount of leveling and grading is 
needed.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The Milford School Board submits herewith its annual re- 
port for the year ending February 15, 1914. 

In November Miss HKlla M. Powers felt that the press of 
other duties and interests demanded her resignation from the 
board, which lost an able and efficient worker. LEarly in the 
present year Arthur B. Rotch was appointed to the vacancy 
until the annual meeting in March, 1914. 

The board was fortunate in being able to retain most of 
the teachers from last year. Their added experience and fa- 
Mmiliarity with the work in Milford have tended to greatly in- 
crease the efiiciency of the schools, especially during the first 
months of the school year. Superintendent John Bacon brought 
to bear his experience and knowledge of local conditions. 
Throughout the summer he planned and mapped out the work 
in all the schools, which opened in September, without the 
confusion usually expected during the first weeks of the year. 

In the grades the average scholarship has been very good. 
It has been a special object with the teachers to interest the 
children in things outside the school room and the prescribed 
studies, especially in home reading. By selecting and recom- 
mending suitable books they have accomplished much and in 
this work the valuable assistance of the children’s parents is 
earnestly besought. In nearly every grade, however, there is 
one or more of the pupils who fail to quite keep up. In the large 
classes it is not possible for the teacher to give the backward 
pupil the individuai attention which he should receive. He 
either delays the progress of the entire grade or is held back 
for another year, an economic loss which should be avoided it 
possible. There should be a special teacher to whom these 
backward children could be sent for individual work and as- 
sistance. 

During the summer a complete rearrangement of. the win- 
dows in one room at the “White” school was made, new black- 
boards were installed and ventilators placed on the building. 

When schools opened in September the high school, for 
the first time in many years, was not hampered by lack of 
room. The four rooms finished on the third floor during the 
previous summer amply provide for the needs of the school, 
which is now bigger than ever before, and allow the introduc- 
tion of Commercial courses. The rooms are well lighted from 
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overhead, thoroughly heated and ventilated and properly equip- 
ped for class rooms. : 

By careful rearrangement of courses it was possible to in- 
troduce the Commercial course with no increase in the number 
of teachers. During the summer Mr. Bacon made a careful 
canvass of the pupils eligible for this work and found 63, or 
about 75 percent of those to whom it was offered, wished to 
take up this branch. Fifty-six commercial desks and as Many 
suitable chairs were purchased and placed in the main assem- 
bly room. These desks and chairs are removable and make 
the room available for other purposes. 

The first year of this course has been most satisfactory and 
has proved that a great demand exists for some form of prac- 
tical instruction. A course in manual training, with proper 
equipment, should be added as soon as possible. There is now 
plenty of available room for manual training and the estimated 
cost of the equipment is $400. 

In connection with a manual training course there should 
be some instruction in domestic science for the girls. This 
year, in the chemistry course, there has been practical instruc- 
tion in food values and the chemical analysis of foods. Next 
year physics will replace chemistry in the curriculum, as these 
subjects are now given on alternate years. Domestic science 
equipment will cost about $260. 

The first year’s instruction in the Commercial. course has 
covered Bookkeeping, Penmanship, Commercial Geography and 
Commercial Arithmetic. The first year of the Commercial 
course required special equipment which cost $489.22 more 
than the amount available in 1913, and this sum appears in 
the financial report as a lien against next year’s appropriation. 
Next year the second-year pupils. will take up stenography and 
typewriting. At least six typewriters will be required, for 
which $300 will be needed. 

After the school meeting last year a bill passed the legis- 
lature and became a law requiring a suitable fire escape on 
every public building of three stories or more. The selectmen 
and school board investigated carefully this matter. A _ guit- 
able iron stairway, with guard rails, would cost about $800. 
For $200 more there was erected a far superior apparatus. The 
spiral escape not only covers the law but offers a quick and 
safe means of exit in which there is no danger of jamming 
and no possibility of injury. It also carries high-pressure ser- 
vice pipes to which fire hose can be attached in case of need. 

Of the special appropriation of $200 for improvements to 
Endicott Park $33.47 was expended for repairing and replacing 
benches and other minor improvements. It seemed unwise to 
commence the grading and more extensive alterations which 
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are desirable because obviously such work would have had to 
be abandoned long before its completion for lack of funds. 

Good progress has been made in drawing, both free hand 
and mechanical, and also in music. The annual exhibition of 
the scholars’ drawings and the annual school concert testify 
to the value of these two branches of study. 

In making plans and estimates for the coming year the 
board is confronted by several serious problems. Matters 
which should have been attended to several years ago have had 
to be put oi while more pressing needs were attended to, until 
now they can wait no longer. The text books, which the state 
demands that we furnish, have, in many cases, been made to 
do service several years after they became thoroughly worn 
out. Uncommonly large renewals of books will be imperative 
this next year. The need of typewriters has already been re- 
ferred to. Economy requires that the ‘““White” school house be 
painted next summer. Four new floors, two in the “Brick” and 
two in the “‘White” schools, must be laid. The present floors 
were worn out several years ago and for sanitary reasons, if 
for nothing else, should be replaced before next September. 

Most careful consideration should be given to the toilet 
rooms in the high schoo! building. We are accustomed to 
speak and think of this as the “New” high school and forget, 
perhaps, that it is just 20 vears since it was put in service At 
the time it was built there were 56 pupils in the high school. 
There are now 154, and there has been a corresponding in- 
crease in the grades housed there. The toilet rooms built in 
1894 are not only totally inadequate in 1914, but the equipment 
is worn out. For several years past alarmingly big repair bills 
have been:paid to keep the old equipment working and these 
expenses increase every year. The ventilation is bad, especial- 
ly on the west, or boys’, side. By the careful estimate of two 
differeht plumbing concerns it will be necessary to spend at 
least $600 to “patch up” this unsatisfactory and inadequate 
equipment and secure an outfit which never would or could be 
either adequate or satisfactory. 

The board has had plans and estimates made for a complete 
rearrangement of the toilet rooms in a manner which will great- 
ly improve the light and ventilation and will allow room for 
seven new toilet rooms. Of these seven at least four should 
be added at once to the twelve now in use. The other three 
could fill a desirable need as lockers until such time as they 
shall be needed as toilets. Traps and necessary piping would 
be placed under these extra three. Entirely new equipment, 
of the best quality, latest model and most durable and sanitary 
type, can be installed, replacing entirely the present worn-out 
equipment, the desired rearrangement made, the new toilets in- 
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stalled and a new cement floor laid at an estimated cost of 
$1050. Considering the cost of fixing up the old toilets it seems 
that the voters should very carefully consider this needed en- 
largement and renewal of the toilet rooms. 

The following estimates are submitted in the belief that 
the several sums are required for the economical and efficient 
continuance of the schools for another year:

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The superintendent’s records for 1906 showed that about 
twenty-five percent failed of promotion in the four upper grade; 
the year before. The same record shows that only fifteen per- 
cent of the class to be graduated that year were under four- 
teen years of age, while at present fifty-one percent are under 
fourteen. Although we may have reduced the percentage of 
failures from twenty-five to sixteen and have reduced the age of 
graduation, we are far from accomplishing what we should with 
backward pupils.

A pupil who is younger than his class generally needs no 


special attention even though he has repeated a grade. 


The 


same might be said of a pupil who is older than his class yet 
has not repeated a grade. One started to school early, the 
other late. The pupil who is two or three years older than his 
class and has spent two or three years more in school should 
be investigated to determine whether it is wholly his fault that 
he is behind. In the above table such pupils are represented 
by the numbers at the lower right hand corner and are en- 
closed in parentheses.

The common cause of retardation on the part of the pupil 
are absence, especially in the primary grades, sickness, slow 
physical and mental development. The causes on the part of 
the school are many and these should be removed, if possible. 
Sometimes children get behind and form the habit of failing. 
Sometimes they need only a half year or less to overtake the 
class above. Others have lost all interest in school for various 
reasons and are waiting for their first opportunity to leave. 
These usually have continued to fail until they were fourteen 
years of age, when they left school. ; 

The law now requires that they stay in school two years 
longer unless they graduate from the grammar school. We are 
thus confronted with a problem of discipline, for like pain ae 
companying disease their misbehaviour is their best method of 
reminding us they are still with us. Most of those enumerated 
in the third column above, those two years behind and two 
years over age, should be removed from their respective rooms 
because the style of teaching does not fit them, and at least 
those who are three years behind and three years over age 
should be removed because they are detrimental to the rest of 
the pupils. Under the direction of a special teacher such chil-. 
dren should be allowed to take up whatever best suits them. 
If we had manual training or domestic arts they should enter 
these classes if they could benefit thereby even though they 
might come from a third or fourth grade to work with grammar 
school pupils. If we would make a special effort to do so we 
could now graduate from the grammar school all children in 
town, except those decidedly mentally defective, before they 
reach the age when the law will permit them to leave school. 
This should now be our aim. We should have a special teacher 


ey: 


to assist those for whom the grade room does not provide the 
instruction needed. 

The new child labor laws, the shortened week for minors 
and women, and the demands of labor for a shorter day will 
give us an educational problem to solve. With a short week 
Saturday afternoons will be half holidays, and the short day 
will give us a crowd that will have time for social amusements 
or for education. Social amusements or play if properly. con- 
ducted can be made to give the best moral training, and the 
educational system of our town should be extended to care for 
the larger number of children who will now be idle during the 
long vacation. 

Our splendid playground should be equipped to attract the 
children as soon as the town can provide a supervisor for the 
same. If we had a Manual Training or Domestic Arts equip- 
ment this might be loaned for summer classes, provided with 
a teacher by appropriation, by subscription, or by tuition. If 
we can be provided with such an equipment this year I sug- 
gest that this be the first use made of it. 

The enrollment at the rural or mixed schools is. small ex- 
cept at the Laurel and at Osgood. Thirty-five or more pupils 
at Laurel make a school too large for three grades of primary 
children. No change is advisable at present, but the time may 
soon come when one grade should be removed. Thirty-three or 
more pupils distributed through eight grades are kept at the 
Osgood school. This is the most mixed condition in town. We 
cannot expect any but the brightest pupils to keep up to grade 
in this school. Grades six, seven and eight each have one pupil. 
If transportation to the village could be provided for these three 
pupils the rest of the school would profit greatly by the change. 

The other rural schools are in excellent condition with 
every child well provided for. The Pine Valley school has been 
greatly improved by removing the upper grades. There are now 
nine children who would belong in the extra room if it were 
open. 

The Shedd school has been run jointly by Milford and Wil- 
ton. Milford’s share of the expense, computed on membership, 
has been about one-sixth. We now have no pupil in that dis- 
trict, so Wilton has charge of the school. 

The change of train schedule has seriously annoyed the 
pupils from Richardson Crossing. The 8.40 morning train does 
not stop, and the evening train takes the children home late in 
the day. At present a team brings the children. The district 
pays three dollars a week as part payment for the expense of 
the team. Six pupils come from this section. 

In an attempt to compare the efficiency of school systems 
in the state, our state superintendent recently published a com- 
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parison of high schools of the state. On the basis that the 
school system that interested the children of a town to such 
an extent that none dropped out until he had gone through the 
high schooi was the perfect system Milford was ranked forty- 
first in a list of sixty towns. According to these figures the total - 
enrollment in our high school should be more than two hur 
dred fifty besides tuition pupils. Of course these are ideal fig 
ures and serve only to remind us that there are sufficient rea: 
sons for us to study the problem of making our schools more 
attractive; perhaps by offering a more “practical” education. 

The most popular move the past year was the introduction 
of the Commercial Course in the high school. Four years aga 
the Milford Board of Trade appointed a committee to investi. 
gate if it would be possible to start a Commercial Course with: 
out. an additional teacher. They determined that it would not. 
An appropriation was called for to provide a teacher and toa 
furnish enough space on the third floor of the high school build: 
ing for this course. By a close vote this request was not granted 
at the district meeting. 

The addition of four large rooms to the high school made 
it possible to pian for larger classes and provided space for 
the commercial classes. I reported to the School Board in 
July that this course could be tried this year if there were 
sufficient demand for it. They allowed me to send notices to the 
entering class to determine the number that would be inter- 
ested. The replies to these notices left more doubt as to the 
demand for any other course than doubt about the Commercial 
Course. Forty-eight Freshmen entered this course and ten se- 
lected the Latin course. Fifteen Sophomores who had a half 
year of bookkeeping last year decided to continue with that line 
of work. 


I think the large number in this course indicates the great 
demand for something besides classical, college preparatory 
course, rather than a special demand for a Commercial Course. 
The people thoroughly believe the children need more educa- 
tion than that provided by the grades, but they also believe 
this can be other than a classical education. I believe Agricv'- 
ture and Domestic and Mechanic Arts would please them bet- 
ter, but in the absence of these a larger number choose the 
Commercial Course. 

I do not hesitate to advise continuing this course next year, 
even though the increase in cost of equipment will be about 
four hundred dollars. It will be necessary to discontinue the 
Scientific Course in order to. continue with this work without 
another teacher. This should be done, as it is far better to ac- 
commodate five dozen than a half dozen pupils. If the district 
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is able to do so the Scientific Course can be restored for the 
few. (See last report for Program of Studies.) 

The Commercial department will have entire charge of 
collecting and accounting for the pupils’ savings under the sys- 
tem recently adopted in connection with the Granite Savings 
Bank. 

I call attention to the principal’s remark that this course 
should not be considered as made for dull pupils. In fact it de- 
mands better preparation in arithmetic and English than any 
other course. 

I also wish to call attention to the principal’s request for 
a suitable place for indoor athletics. If the town hall can be 
secured when it is not required for other purposes the school 
should have it two or three afternoons a week, and the extra 
expense of janitor service should be paid by the school dis- 
trict. No better use could be found for public property than to 
use it for the development of the town’s young citizens. Simi- 
lar statements could be made in regard to the school buildings. 
This expensive property should be open for all public and non- 
secular enterprises evenings and during the summer vacation. 

That ten out of twenty-seven should go to college and four 
go out as teachers is a good record for a graduating class. That 
one was able to go to Boston as a draughtsman speaks well 
for the high school drawing class. 

A most favorabie report can be made in regard to the repair- 
ing of the third floor of the high school building. The completed 
rooms were more beautiful than expected, even by those who 
planned them. The system of lighting two of the rooms by 
means of skylights also proved more efficient than expected. 
We now have four large rooms on that floor with the best light- 
ing of any rooms in the building. The heating has proved itself 
adequate so that these rooms were warm during the coldest 
weather. 

Most of our school rooms are poorly lighted. The worst 
rooms we had were in the newer part of Number Nine. Here 
the pupils have had to sit facing windows. One room was 
changed last summer. Two windows were taken from in front 
and two from the right of pupils, and placed on the left side. 
We now have seven windows on the left side. The window 
curtains were placed to roll from the bottom, as they should 
be in practically all our school rooms. The three other rooms 
in this building should be relighted in the same way during 
the next vacation. 

The old floors in three or four rooms, and the toilet rooms 
at the high school building have been reported before. The re- 
pairs needed for rural schools consist mostly of papering, small 
repairs and some new seats. 
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The additional rooms for the high school will now make it 
possible to use the basement school room for Manual Train- 
ing. This room should be equipped ready for use next Septem- 
ber. The cost would be about four hundred dollars. - 

Providing two janitors on full time for the three village 
buildings has made it possible to have better service in Many 
ways. The most important improvement is that each room is 
to be thoroughly washed: and cleaned each term. The rural 
schools should receive a similar attention. 


Some of the newer ideas in education should be presented 
though we may not be ready to consider many of them seri- 
ously. Some school systems plan for co-operation of parents and 
teachers, and give children credit for work done at home. The 
style of work for which credit is given varies from milking a 
cow to playing a violin. A former superintendent in this dis- 
trict advocated giving credit for home music lessons. He was 
about ten years ahead of his time as that plan has been adopted 
in many places the past year. 


Teachers’ pensions are now given in several states. These 
are allowed after about thirty years of service with certain re- 
quirements as to age and as to proportion of service given in 
the state that awards the pension. This movement is spread- 
ing rapidly. A committee in this state already has begun work 
on a bill to be presented at the next session of the legislature. 


Teaching of sex hygiene has been discussed by all school 
magazines the past year. Many cities have taken up this sub- 
ject; the most notable example being Chicago, where it was 
recently voted out. It is recommended here that the subject 
be taken up by the parents rather than by the schools. 


Open air schools and medical inspection are not new, but 
are progressing rapidly. Medical inspection is now quite com- 
mon, and the open air schools have spread to sixty cities, be- 
sides a number of places where the pupils wear heavy: clot? 
ing, and temperature of the regular school room is allowed to 
go below sixty because of ventilation. 

“Moral training by means of supervised play is being intro- 
duced in all schools, and is provided by many ce and towns 
for the summer vacation. 


Systems of measuring efficiency in teaching each subject 
are very slowly developing. Teaching has been a very inexact 
science. Our statements of facts have been empirical only. It 
may never be possible to measure efficiency in teaching all sub- 
jects, but some results have been secured in arithmetic, spell- 
ing and penmanship. These results lead us to hope that we 
some time may be able to show the public by means of fig- 
ures the exact progress of a school] in certain subjects, and 
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that we may thus be able to compare our progress with that 
or other towns. 


The school survey has been the latest and most discussed 
fad the past year. The usual procedure is to employ a commit- 
tee of educators, as famous as possible to study a city or 
town school system and to report to the Board of Education 
the efficiency of the system, and to make suggestions for im- 
provement. Practically none of these surveys have been suc- 
cessful. If the committee did their duty and called attention ~ 
to the defects as well as to the merits of the system their opin- 
ions were questioned and, as I have just stated, there is no 
complete system of measuring efficiency in school work. Such 
reports also furnished material for the “chronic kickers” who 
greatly magnified the defects found. If the surveyors made a 
favorable report only the survey was useless anyway. At present 
there seems to be little to gain by this plan. The idea is a good 
one, however, and as soon as the defects can be removed we 
might secure valuable suggestions from the results of a sur- 
vey of our school system. 


Manual Training is old, although it would be new for us. 
The newer idea on this subject is the extension of Manual 
Training and Domestic Arts to the rural schools and to schools 
in very small towns. In such cases each schoel is provided with 
at least one work bench and sufficient tools, and with a cook 
stove, frequently an oil stove. The expense is made as small 
as possible by allowing the pupils to do repairs and make arti- 
cles for the school, and the Domestic Arts class spends much of 
its time on materials provided by citizens of the district. Such 
materials are used, as bread to bake, and fruit to can. Some- 
times dinner is served at the rural school from materials 
brought by the children. 

The aim of Manual Training has changed somewhat. We 
no longer think of manual work as an end in itself. Teachers 
do not aim to make skilled workmen by beginning thus early. 
The aim is to develop the child by means of manual work, and 
not to train the child for manual work. Then, too, the method 
of teaching is slightly changed. Since this work is now begun 
i the grammar school with pupils who are not at the proper 
age to do fine work the pupils do repair work, paint their rural 
schoolhouses, make shelves for the book rooms, polish and var- 
nish school desks, as well as other work given for specific 
training. 

This subject has advantages not possessed by others. It 
lends itself to the training of practical reasoning and is other- 
wise a valuable educational instrument. We should not wait 
longer in order to begin with a perfect equipment. We cannot 
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afford to aes another year, as we are already a decad 
ae te best cities and towns.

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Report of Principal of High School 


Superintendent of Schools: 

In compliance with your request I hereby submit the fol- 
lowing report of affairs in the Milford High School since Sep- 
tember, 1912. 

As all the teachers who had served the town through the 
year 1911-1912, had secured better positions during the sum- 
mer vacation, we were obliged to begin the work in the Fall 
with an entire force of new teachers. However, with their 
hearty co-operation and the helpful suggesticns of our Super- 
intendent, I was able to get. the schedule of study arranged and 
the work planned, so that our classes met for regular. work 
the very first day of school. 

We registered one hundred and sixty-five pupils, the largest 
total registration in the history of the school; the Freshman 
class numbered seventy-two, the largest class that had ever en- 
tered. On account of lack of room in the High Sehool Depart- 
ment, we were obliged to exchange one of the smaller rooms 
on the second floor for a large grade room on the first floor, 
to accommodate our classes in History, English and Mathema- 
tics. With the High School work distributed from the third 
floor to the basement, and with the Grammar School Grades 
on two floors, much disturbance and confusion were unavoid- 
able. However, the teachers and pupils in both departments did 
their best to make the best of the situation until conditions 
could. be changed. 

Our present year opened with a registration of one hun- 
dred and fifty-eight pupils. We began the work under much 
more favorable conditions. During the summer vacation many 
{mprovements had been made. The large drill hall had been 
made into four well-ventilated and well-lighted rooms. These 
four extra rooms on the third floor entirely relieved the 
cramped conditions of the year before. We are now able to 
have all our High School work, excepting the Sciences, on the 
two upper floors, thus separating the High School and the 
Grade Departments. Several changes were made in the Science 
room. A new table, capable of accommodating fourteen. pupils, 
was installed. The boys of the Chemistry class tapped the feed 
pipe that supplies the room with water for experimental work, 
and fitted out the new table with water facilities. It is now pos- 
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sible to have the entire class working in the laboratory at one 
time. Although this condition is far from satisfactory in ac- 
complishing the best results, we manage to get along fairly 
well. I trust arrangements may be made before another year 
to move the laboratory to one of the new rooms on the third 
floor, where we shall have room for the large classes that are 
now taking the Sciences. Another important change was made 
in the assembly hall. The old desks were replaced with heavy 
commercial desks for the bookkeeping work. These desks may 
be moved when the hall is used for public functions. A fire es- 
cape has been built insuring the safety of pupils in case of 
fire. From what I have seen in actual fire drill I am convinced 
“ii is the best device on the market. Not only can the build- 
ing be emptied quicker, but with less danger to the pupils than 
by the ladder fire escapes. 

Afternoon ‘sessions have been held regularly throughout 
the year to give those pupils, deficient in any subject, an op- 
portunity to raise their rank above a failure in that particular 
subject. Hach teacher reports one afternoon a week to super- 
vise the work. All pupils having a failure in one or more sub- 
jects, and an average below seventy-five per cent in all sub- 
jects, must report regularly every afternoon of the school 
days; and all pupils failing in one subject, but having an aver- 
age of seventy-five per cent or above in all subjects, must re- 
port in the afternoon on the day on which the teacher in whose 
work he failed, reports. In order that the afternoon session 
may be more beneficial to the pupil, each teacher is requested 
to outline definite work for those she sends back that each 
pupil may have a definite task to do in a specified time. The 
results have been very gratifying; for example, at the end of 
the first six weeks forty failures were reported at the office, but 
at the end of the next six weeks 32 of those 40 failures had been 
raised to a passing mark. This was due, in a large measure, 
to the definite daily work done in the afternoon sessions. In 
nearly every instance the parents have heartily co-operated 
withthe teachers, in making the pupils return for the after- 
noon work. These sessions have enabled pupils to keep up with 
and to advance with their class, when otherwise they would 
have been obliged to repeat, or as is more often the case, they 
would have dropped out of school entirely. 

We are greatly handicapped in our athletic work because 
the boys have no place to practice. If the school had a gymna- 
sium, athletics could be better supervised and controlled. Fur- 
thermore, such exercises as would benefit a larger per cent of 
pupils might be given. As it is now, the boys who represent 
the football squad, are also the ones that make up the baseball 
and the basketball teams. The schoo] has tried to promote a 
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more general interest in track work by holding a general ath- 
letic contest each fall, in which both Grade and High Scnool 
pupils have taken part. This winter, as far as possible, exer- 
cises have been given in the basement of the High School with 
such improvised apparatus as could be made. The teachers 
are directing various drills for the athletic exhibition to be 
given later in the season. 

If the town would vote to let the High School have the 
Town Hall, say, three afternoons a week when it is not used 
for anything else, some definite gymnastic work might be in- 
troduced. Many towns where there is no Y. M. C. A. for the 
boys, do give them the Town Hall for this sort of thing, be- 
lieving, that it is good, wise policy to provide a place of recrea- 
tion and physical exercise for the boys who are growing up, 
and who are to become its citizens later. The moral and phy- 
sical benefits of athletics are too generally recognized to be 
argued here. 

Our school has been represented by footbail, baseball and 
basketball teams. Last year the football team was seriously 
handicapped at the beginning of the season by the loss of two 
regular players through injuries. The team played one game 
with the New Hampshire State College Freshmen. This year 
the boys have played four games in all, two with Pepperell 
High School, one with Nashua High School, and one with the 
Camera Club. The basket ball work has not been satisfactory, 
because the boys have not had a chance to practice regularly. 
There is no game that needs more regular practice than basket 
ball to give the boys endurance as well as accuracy in throwing 
baskets. It is a question whether the school ought to allow 
this sport at all, when the boys have so little training for the 
game. Last year the girls had one of the fastest basket ball 
teams in the history of the school. Of the ten games played 
they lost only one. This‘year, because of lack of funds, the 
school has not been able to have a girls’ team. Our boys were 
very successful in baseball last season. Of the thirteen games 
played they lost only three. This year a league has been 
formed including Groton, Pepperell, Townsend, and Milford. It 
is the purpose of the league to place our athletics on a schol- 
arship basis. The boys representing the teams, must be 
members of the High School who are taking at least eighteen 
hours of work per week, and who are passing in at least fif- 
teen of those eighteen hours. No boy poor in scholarship can 
represent his school in athletics. The standard of scholarship 
has been placed rather low this year. 

Mr. F. E. Kaley, until recently a resident of Milford, has 
shown his interest in our school in a most substantial way. Last 
year he gave the sum of twenty-five dollars to be given in 
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prizes for excellence in speaking. This stimulated much inter- 
est in declamation work. We sent a team to Durham to compete 
in the contest open to all High Schools in the State and in 
Massachusetts. One of our boys was mentioned for third place. 
This certainly ought to encourage a- larger representation irom 
our school this year. The school contest was held in the Town 
Hall in June. The prizes were awarded as follows: A gener- 
al prize of ten dollars, Sumner Emerson; two second prizes of 
five dollars each, Miss Blanche Wright and Paul Erwin; two 
third prizes of two and a half dollars each, Miss Amy Evans 
and Elarl Cooley. Mr. Kaley stands ready to give a like sum 
for the same work this year. All interested in the school wish 
to thank Mr. Kaley for his generous assistance in promoting this 
important line of work among the pupils of the High School. 
Last November the debating and dramatic club was organ- 
ized. The purpose of this club is to encourage debating and 
dramatics in the school. The club has held six meetings in 
all. The series of class debates among the English classes has 
been directed by this club. Already the trials to determine the 
class teams have been held. There is no better way to develop 
the power to speak clearly, logically, and forcibly one’s opinions. 
than in an organization of this kind. It is hoped that every 
member of the High School will become a member of the as 
sociation. 
The social affairs of the school have been managed by the 
pupils under school supervision. Last fall the High School 
joined forces with the Grades in the celebration of Hallowe’en. 
Those who have had charge of these celebrations conducted by 
the Grades were able to make it interesting enough to appeal 
to the older boys. All who took part thoroughly enjoyed the 
fun. These Hallowe’en affairs have gone a long way toward 
making the boys of the school see that good, wholesome ‘fun 
can be got from other sources than’ in the destruction of pub- 
lic property. Mr. Goodwin, the Chief of Police, last year said 
that there was not a sign of disturbance in town all night. It 
the school can correct the common false ideas of Hallowe’en 
celebrations it is doing a good service. Eivery teacher ought 
to lend her influence to make this event in Milford as much an 
annual celebration as the fourth of July. . 
Last year several entertainments were held after the bas- 
ket ball games. The basket ball season closed with the game 
between. Peterboro and our boys. A reception was 
given to the» “visiting. team.’ The © ‘senior play was 
held in March, of which * the proceeds were used to 


defray the expenses of the Washington trip. The Merchant of . 


Venice play and the Junior Prom, were the chief features of 
the Spring term. This year three socials have, so far, been 
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held. Not until this year could we have High School affairs in 
the High School building. The results are much more satis- 
factory. In a public place, boys are diffident about entering into 
the dances. At the last social in the assembly hall, more than 
two hundred pupils, both Grade and High School, were there 
and a large number were in nearly every march and two step. 
If these social functions are a good thing for the school then 
the pupils should be influenced to take advantage of them. 

The need of a lunch counter in the High School has long 
been felt. Last year the senior class was allowed to run the 
counter, the proceeds of the same to be used toward the ex- 
penses of the Washington trip. The seniors managed it so 
successfully that the present senior class has been allowed to 
continue it this year. The class has served good, wholesome 
food at reasonable prices. Those who come from a distance, 
‘and bring lunches can get a cup of hot cocoa, or a hot stew. 
The accounts have been kept in a business manner. Every Friday 
the accounts are checked up, the bills paid and filed, and the 
net receipts turned over to the class treasurer. The accounts 
Friday, Feb. 20, show:

The graduating class of last year numbered twenty-seven. 
It may be of special interest to note that twelve of these twen- 
ty-seven are now in school, continuing their studies: Dart- 
‘mouth, one; Bates, one; Tufts, one; Wisconsin University, one; 
Cushing Academy, one; Sargent School, two; Bryant & Stratton, 
three; Plymouth Normal one; and-one is continuing her work 
in the High School. 

The present seniors plan to start for Washington March 
28th. Already they have raised two hundred and seventy-five 
dollars for the expenses of the trip. Mrs. Richardson most 
generously gave the. class the use of the moving picture hall 
and its equipment for three evenings to aid them in their ef- 
forts of raising money for the Washington trip. She has further 
promised them the hall another evening, later, to present the 
Ivanhoe pictures. The class officers in behalf of the class wish 
to thank Mrs. Richardson for her generous assistance in their 
interests. This help and the returns of the lunch counter will 
be the means of making it possible for nearly all in the class 
to make the trip.

In closing I wish to say a word regarding the Commercial 
Course. This course was. introduced this year, and has supplied 
a long felt need. However, like other new things, it is attend- 
ant with dangers. It must not be made an easy way to enter the 
High School. Those who take this course ought to be as well 
prepared in the grades as those who take the classical or any 
other course. The purpose of the Commercial Course is to 
give the boy the work that may best fit his needs, and work 
that he will be interested in. I hope that more work of a voca- 
tional nature may be introduced next year. The High School 
should get and hold, through the four years, a larger per cent 
of the grammar pupils. This can be done when we give them 
courses of studies that inteerst them. Last year we lost from - 
the Freshman class in the course of the year, twenty-five pupils. 
The parents, in most cases, did their best to keep the children 
in school. The chief cause of the boys leaving was that they 
did not like their studies. This year we have lost only four of 
the Freshmen, and indications are that those who are now in 
school will remain throughout the year. I hold that so few 
dropping out has been largely due to the commercial work. Sev- 
eral boys who failed in the classical course, last year, would 
not be in school today if we had not put in commercial work 
last fall. These came back and took up the commercial sub- 
jects, and are getting along finely in their course. '

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Report of the Director of Music 


Mr. John Bacon, Superintendent of Schools, 

Milford, N. H.: 

The following report of the music department for the fiscal 
year just closing is herewith presented :— 

In this busy age, when business men have “efficiency” for 
their slogan, it is only fair to stop and inquire what is being 
accomplished in the different departments of our schools—are 
they keeping up with the times? 

Answering for the department of music in Milford, I will 
say that we are using the best and most reliable methods 
known in public school music, with an excellent system of 
books and charts. 

It is an accepted fact that nearly all children are musical 
and possess a sense of rhythm. Our task then is to develop 
to as high a degree as possible those latent powers. 

We are trying first, and above all else, to foster a love 
for the best class of songs—then to so teach that our pupils 
shall become accomplished sight readers and intelligent inter- 
preters of the music that is set before them. Surely we are liv- 
ing at a time when we should do our utmost to combat the 
tendency toward cheap and trashy music, both instrumental 
and vocal, especially the latter. We must create a musical en- 
vironment that shall always keep the pupils reaching upward 
toward the best. 

I cannot say that I am fully satisfied with the accomplish- 
ments of the past year, but I can see where substantial progress 
has been made all along the line. 

In the High School there is given a demonstration of the 
effectiveness of the study in the grades. Last year on May 8th, 
the High School sang Gaul’s historical cantata, “Joan of Arc,” 
with the following soloists: Miss Helen S. Wood of Nashua s50- 
prano; Mr. C. Lionel Wilson of Manchester, tenor; Mr. Clar- 
ence N. Alexander of Malden, baritone. Mrs. Donald D. Tuttle 
of Milford was pianist. Again the school acquitted itself splen- 
didly, and once more the people of Milford showed their in- 
terest in the work by attending in such numbers that the sale 
of tickets met all expenses. 

We are now studying “Hiawatha’s Wedding Feast’ by S. 
Coleridge-Taylor, and ‘The Erl-King’s Daughter” by N. W. 
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Gade, in preparation for the Spring Concert on the evening of 
May 7th next. These are standard works that are being sung 
by great choral societies all over the country, and I am much 
pleased that our High School has advanced to the point when 
it is possible ‘for them to give such great compositions success- 
fully. It is only by regular, consistent drill in all phases of the 
music study in the grades that such things are made possible. 
Let us go on to still greater achievements. 

Teachers and pupils are working with a fine spirit of har- 
mony, and I wish to express my appreciation of their efforts, 
also to thank you, the school board and the townspeople for 
the hearty support given to the department of music.

Of the deaths in town in 1rg13, 27 were buried out of town; 
18 in Amherst, 2 in Wilton, 4 in other towns in the state, and 3 in 
Massachusetts. 

There were 21 brought from out of town for burial, most of 
them being away only temporarily ; a few coming back after long 
years to rest with the old friends. 

The average age of death for the year was 43. There were 19 
whose combined age was 5 years and 13 days, which lessened the 
average very much. There were between 80 and go, 11; between 
70 and 80, 8: between 60 and 70, 6; between 50 and 60, 8; be- 
tween 4o and 50, 8; between 30 and 40, 1; between 20 and 30, 3 ; 
between ro and 20; 2. . 

The sex was: Males, 34; females, 32. Of 22 one or both par- 
ents were born outside the United States; 10 themselves were 
born in other countries. 

Of the 96 births 53 were males, 43 females; 55 of the number
